The fine standard set up on the opening 
afternoon was well maintained on Saturda - 
when another capital day’s sport was witnesse 
but backers did not fare nearly so well, as will 
be understood when it is mentioned that not 
one first favourite got home in front, and, 
perhaps, the biggest of several surprises was 
the success of Simonstown in the chief event 
the St. Patrick’s Day Steeplechase. He had 
fallen early in the pardstown Steeplechase 
a fortnight , and was not in the least 
fancied, with the result that he was neglected 
in the bettimy. He now jumped perfectly and, 
settling down in front, made practically all the 
running, his victory being naturally much to the 
liking of the “ pencillers,”” who must have had 
an excellent race. Nearly al] the money was 
for 10th Division and Drinmond, the latter of 
whom never quite shaped like a potential 
winner, and 10th Division's indifferent fencing 
lost him the spoils. ‘Two bad mistakes at a 
crucial part of the contest took a lot of the 
steam out of him, despite which he got on 
terms with Simonstown after clearing the last 
fence, but a bad swerve in the me t was his 
undoing, and he succumbed by half a length 
to the Rathbride representative. 

The Four-Year-Old Hurdle Plate, which set 
the ball rolling, was associated with a turn- 
up, and the runaway win of the little fancied 
Trayeen Trisough would be welcomed by the 
members of the ring, very few of whom had 
his name in their books. All the money was 
for Ionian and Louvois Star, but neither of 
these could getinto the first three; but Spring 
Fashion flattered for a long way, and it. was 
only in the run-home she gave way to Trayeen 
Trisough, who won with a lot in hand. His 
stable companion, Rochford, was well backed 
for the Raheny Plate in which, however, he 
never flattered and finished in the ruck. ‘The 

“country "’-trained Bachelor's News was in 
front until half a mile from the end, when he 
Ea way to Time Enough and Slovenly Saint, 

approaching the last hurdle, he resumed 
command and scored in very decisive fashion. 
The well-endowed Directors’ Hurdie Plate was 
made the occasion of the début at timber- 
topping of the Irish Oaks winner, The Kiwi, 
who came with the reputation of having taken 
very kindly’ to the ‘game, and she was backed 
accordingly.

The Kiwi's jumping 
was not as perfect as it will doubtless become 
with more practice, and, though far from dis- 
raced, she was beaten into fourth place. The 
espised Happy Eliza made thé pace a cracker 
‘for a mile and a quarter, and when she retired 
Kanowna, who was shouldering a l0lb. penalty 
for his Leopardstown success, dashed into the 
lead, with Vivace in close attendance, and 
remained there until the final flight was 
negotiated, when Crock Hill shot out full 
of running and holding Vivace at bay, won 
comfortably. 
Maureen Bawn, who won the two miles flat 
race the previous day, supplemented her Jaurels 
in the Seaside Steeplechase, in which she gave 
gure a sparkling display, and readily accounted 
or some more fancied opponents. For the 
wind-up Sporty Boyee, a nice stamp of horse, 
showed the way home to thirteen others in the 
Novices’ Plate.

The Grand Allies’ Steeplechase was a decided 
novelty for the concluding stage of the Sandown 
Grand Military Meeting, though scarcely as suc- 
ceseful ae. its .promotors might have desired. 
It was open to horses owned by officers in the 
Allied Armies or Navies, British excepted. Un- 
fortunately, Belgium alone was represented, and 
three of the six runners belonged to the same 
owner, Captain Loewenstein. One of these, 
Portmore, started favourite, and won very 
easily, being, in fact, the only horse who 
finished the course without falling. 

This success, however, was pot due to any 
marked superiority on ‘the hérse’s part, but 
rather to the superb horsemanship of his 
jockey, whose quite brilliant efforts thoroughly 
aroused the enthusiasm of the crowd. Great 
excitement was caused by the struggle for 
second place Brutus II. was behind his 
stable companion at the last fence. He was 
remounted and got over the obstacle twenty 
lengths ahead of another remounted animal, 
Denver, but by a determined effort the latter 
got up on the flat and beat Brutus Il. by a 
head. 

Duller’s injuries would appear to have been 
exaggerated. Anyhow, he received his medical 
adviser’s permission to get up on Trespasser in 
the Imperial Cup.

Pellerin soon had 
him straight again, and he finished fuil of 
running. In my opinion, however, the incident 
had no effect on the result, for Trespasser 
finished as though he could have pulled a litle 
more out had it been needed. The time, 35 
mins 1-5 sec., is a record for two miles over 
hurdles at Sandown

Writing these notes on the eve,of another 
flat racing campaign one is impréSsed by the 
amount of vitality in the sport, as suggested 
by the extraordinary number of entries which 
a majority of the Spring programmes secured. 
Yet we are continually being told that there is 
no money for racing just now. That there 
is @ decreasing amount of money for betting 
purposes at the present time cannot be 
disputed, yet public attendances at race meet- 
ings continue to be very large. The special train 
from London on Sunday morning failed to 
obtain the extent of support it was expected to 
do, with 198 passengers, but the fact is the 
London section of the leading race followers 
are not partial to Lincoln meetings, and usually 
miss them in favour of Liverpool. 

Very cold: weather is likely to be associated 
with the fixture this week, and Saturday night’ 
frost will probably be succeeded by another. 
However, the Carholme Mile is at present in 
first-rate order, and is like ely to be testéd by 
plethoric fields. Most of the competitors will 
be sent on the day of running. My fancies for 
to-day are: 

Seociilieie Trial—Paxton or Cylivida. 

Selling Trial—Strolling Saint.

the directors regret that they cannot pay the usual 
10 per cent. dividend. The fees and expenses paid 
to the Turf Club for the attendance of their six 
Officials at the race meetings for the year amounted 
to the large sum of £430. The directors recommend 
that a dividend o. 5 per cent., free of income tax, 
be paid, and that the balance, after providing for 
directors’ fees, be carried forward to next account.” 
The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
accounts, stated that there was a record attendances 
and a record in the gross receipts; but that, not- 
withstanding the same, the net profits were, with 
the exception of the year 1914, the lowest for the 
last 18 years. This was due to the enormous cost 
now of running a racecourse as compared with pre 
war conditions. He instanced that the general 
charges and maintenance for the year 1914 
amounted to £422, as against £1,445 last year 
Taxes paid to the British Government increased 
from £41 in 1914 to over £1,200 last year. The 
farm account for some years past was a consider 
able source of revenue, and contributed

Monaghan, and to cross over to sympathisers in 
the Caledon district of Tyrone. 

Reprisals were threatened, and several 
Catholics in Caledon and neighbourhood were 
warned to clear out by Saturday night. Colonel 
McClintock, County Commandant of the Tyrone 
Special Constabulary, visited the district in the 
evening, and his counsels had the effect of pre- 
a the threatened reprisals from being 
carried out. 

Subsequently the Commandant, with other 
officers, paid a visit to Ballagh Bridge, recently 
destroyed, near the border, midway between 
Aughnacloy and Calodon. While viewing the 
demolished bridge they were surprised by a 
number of shots, fired at them from across the 
border, and hastily withdrew to safer ground. 
Later an additional force of police was 
despatched*to the district. 

It has been decided to ask the authorities at 
Belfast for more adequate protection along the 
border.

LR.A. MEN SURRENDER AFTER A 
FIGHT, 


The Limavady police on Saturday affected the 
arrest of three men named William O'Kane. 
Edward Harkin, and Jolin Doherty on charges 
of unlawful assembly and the possession of 
firearms and ammunition. 

A farmer, William Loughrey, residing on the 
mountain side, six miles from Limavady, was 
“held up” on Saturday morning by three 
armed men, who ordered him not to go further.

‘PASSION FOR PREACHING 
DISAFFECTION.”’ 


AHMEDABAD, Sunday. 

When in the course of his trial yesterday, 
Gandhi was asked by the magistrate if he 
pleaded guilty, the prisoner replied that he 
pleaded guilty to all the charges. 

The Advocate-Genera! pointed out that the 
articles in Young Jndia formed merely part 
of a campai to spread disaffection openly, 
and systematically to render the Government im- 
possible, and to bring about its overthrow. 

They were not the writings of an uneducated 
and obscure man. It is true, the Advocate- 
General said, that in these articles non-violence 
18 insisted upon, but of what vahie is insistence 
on non-violence if you incessantly preach dis- 
affection against the Government and openly 
seek to instigate others to’ overthrowtt? 

Gandhi made a long statement, in which he 
admitted that to preach disaffection against the 
existing system of government ‘“‘had become 
almost a passion with him.” He declared that 
he took all the blame for the disorders in 
Madfas, Bombay, and Chaurichaura, but if he 
was set free he would still play with fire. 

Non-violence was the first.and last article of his 
faith Gandhi further declared and that he had 
no ill-will against any single Administration, nor 
any disaffection towards tite King’s person. 
Be was there to submit cheerfully to the 
highest penalty that could be inflicted. and the 
only two courses open to the judge were either 
to fesign, if he felt that the law he was called 
upon to administer was-evil and Gandhi was 
ars sá ry an age the severest penalty if 
e believed Gandhi's activity was injuriou:

namely, a simple sentence of two years’ im- 
prisonment on each of the three counts, making 
six years altogether. 

Gandhi, in reply, thanked the Court for its

The news of the sentence ran Jike wildhre

MEDITERRANEAN PERILS. 


ROME, Saturday. 
in the Chamber to-day, Signor 
Schanger, the Foreign Minister, referred to 
next weeks conference of Allied Foreign 
Ministers in Paris, and said :—We are conscious 
of Italy's right as a Mediterrancan Power, and 
we shall not fail to explain to the Allies the 
reasons why the balance of power in the 
Mediterranean must be formally recognised. 
We must seek to reconcile the econdmic interests 
of Italy, and the existence of a free and in- 
dependent, Turkey. 

Alluding to the Genoa Conference, he said :— 
It is true that there are some questions which 
cannot be settled there, and it must be fecog- 
nised that certain political questions must be 
disposed of before any concrete agreements are 
possible, especially regarding the limitation of 
armaments. It is evident that great and 
multiple international problems can only be 
resolved slowly, and that the Genoa Conference 
will not be the last stage in the journey which 
the world must take in its efforts to discover 
a method for healing the wounds caused by the 
war. 

“There ean be no idea of revising or re- 
making treaties at Genoa. 

“ We regret the absence of the United States 
from.the Conference. In the reply to our in- 
vitation, there is nothing’ which particularly 
concerns Italy—in fact, the reasons for the re- 
fusal, as set forth by Mr. Hughes, are essen- 
tially American political reasons. Moreover, | 
do not think that the United States can long 
remain aloof from European discussions.”’ 

As regards Russia, Signor Schanzer declared 
that the Russian delegates could rely on, a 
respectful welcome from the Italian people and 
Government. “We trust that the Russian

DANGER OF MATERIALISM. 


At the Church of St. Francis Xavier, Upper 
Gardiner street, yesterday, the Rev. M. A. 
Garrahy, $.J., preached the thir of his series 
of Lenten lectures. His subject was “ The Idol 
of Godless Education.” 

Referring to the growth éf - materialistic 
creeds, he refuted the idea thaí they had suc- 
ceeded in infusing a greater degree of morality 
into the lives of the community. A section of 
society which refused to believe in a personal 
God had nursed them into life, aided by a vast 
propaganda which had accomplished its aims 
so well that even Ireland was being visited 
already by pernicious publications to sow the 
seeds vf disbelief, and to make possible a 
powerfully conducted onslaught. In the schools 
the existence of a God was’ rigorously ignored, 
and an epoch of gotlless education had set in. 

The advocate of secular education persistently 
claimed that the State-controlled schools were 
turning out well edneated boys, thoroughly 
grounded on the moral láws, and fit in every 
respect to become good, honourable citizens. 
The lecturer did not deny that many cases of 
this kind were to be found, but these, he de- 
clared, were to be regarded more or less as 
exceptions. As.a rule, these State-taught 
children, ‘reared up in complete ignorance of the 
existence of a God, emerged into the world 
without any supernatural motive in their lives. 
Possessed of no religion, there was no restrain- 
ing influence to direct ór guide them in their 
actions. It was not a surprising thing to find 
so many, of these vouths advancing rapidly along 
the paths of sin and debauchery. " 

Their immediate concern, said the lecturer, 
was te save Ireland from an invasion of. the 
curse of materialism, which was beginning to 
creep in throv&gh the books now commonly read, 
and ‘which was so hostile to the belief of the 
people. For that reason, he looked to the states- 
men of Ireland to devise some scheme of educa- 
tion that should be true to the traditions of 
the country, and that should provide the 
ghildren with ® solid and thorough education. 
He hoped that whatever form of Government 
the people should live under, whether it would 
be Republican or Free State, the constitution of 
Ireland should contain the clause: “ A Christian 
education for a Christian nation.”

District Inspector Connor said that it was 
possible that Sheerin’s story was true, but it 
would have to be investigated. 

M‘Closkey, addressing the Court, said, on 
behalf of himself and five other prisoners, he 
wished to state that as soldiers of the Irish 
Republican Army they did not recognise the 
authority of that Court. They demanded their 
immediate release, and also the release of their 
car, firearms, and personal property. They had 
oniy been doing their duty ae soldiers in their 
own territory, and had accidentally and without

Lord Peel,,.who is a son of Mr. Speaker 
Peel, was appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster last year, and recently, 
on the retirement of Sir Eric Geddes, be- 
came Minister of Transport, unpaid. He 
was born in 1867, educated at Harrow and 
Balliol College, Oxford, and was called to 
the Bar in 1893. 

Lord Peel became prominently identified 
with municipal affairs in London, and in 
1914 was elected Chairman of the L.C.C. 
He sat in the House of Commons as 
Unionist member for South Manchester 
from 1900 to 1906, and for Taunton from 
1908 to 1912, when he succeered to the 
title. He was Joint. Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the National Service Department 
in 1917, and Under-Secretary of State for 
War from 1919 to 1921. 

Lord Peel will become a member of the 
Oabinet, and is not expectéd to retain his 
offices as Chancellor of the Duchy and 
Minister of Transport.

‘STRIKE WEAPON. 


TWO OPPOSITE VIEWS. 


“That the strike weapon is more injurious 
to the employé than the employer’ was the 
uestion discussed at the Blackrock Debating 
Sociaty on Saturday night by Sir Henry 
M‘Laughlin and Mr. Thomas Johnson, Mr. 
Goodbody presiding. es 
Sir ees M‘Laughlin said that to his mind 
the strike weapon, which was used in attack, 
was entirely wrong, but when used in defence 
there was something to be said for it. He was 
largely of the opinion that the strike should 
only be resorted to as a last means by the 
worker to get from an unscrupulous employer 
his just due. Therefore, he did not agree with 
those who said that the strike should made 
iegal. In a strike both held a sword, and 
bot t seriously hurt, one probably more 
pa. “ than the other, and it would be gene- 
rally found that the employé was the one who 
suffered most. Financially, it was entirely 

ainst the unfortunate worker, but there ws 
absolutely no comparison to the loss in moral 
charactér’ and misery which was brought into 
the ranks of fellow-employés in a different, but 
kindred, trade. The only pow on which a 
strike or lock-out was justified was when there 
was some great principle at stake, just as a 
nation was justified in going to war and losing 
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conference of the Allied Foreign Minieters on 
the Near Eastern problem. That conference 
should have been held during the winter, when 
hostilities between the Turks and the Greeks 
were, perforce, suspended in Asia Minor. . The 
opportunity has almost passed. 

The snows in the Anatolian highlands are 
melting, spring is at hand, and already we are 
told that Mustapha Kemal is preparing for a 
new offensive. A problem that might have 
been solved with comparative ease if it had been 
treated on statesmanlike principles during. the 
first year after the war, has acquired, through 
the errors, the vacillation, and the procrastima- 
tion of Allied policy, a range and subtlety that 
gravely affect the vital interests of the Allies, 
and particularly of this country, in the swiftly 
awakening world of Asia. 

Remote from us are the baitles between the 
Turks and Greeks in Phrygia and Cappadocia ; 
but these muffled echoes of ancient Byzantine 
wars ring out sharply in the bazaars’ of Tndte 
and Eygyrt, and stimulate. throughout the 
Mahomedan world that unrest which is mak- 
ing the once apparently decadent Islam a new 
and actiye force in the world’s politics. The 
great mistake lay in ever allowing Greece to 
represent the power and prestige of Allies in 
Turkey.

STATEMENT BY MR.

Interviewed in Cork, on Saturday, with refer- 
ence to Lord Mayor. O’Callaghan’s letter on the 
reconstruction of Cork, Mr. J. J. Walsh, Post-

SECOND BOMB OUTRAGE, 


One of the most daring bomb outrages IS 
perpetrated in the city took place on Saturday 
afternoon, and resulted in the death of one 
man and the wounding of three or four others. 
The outrage took place on the Antrim road at 
the corner of Churchill street, and the car 
which was singled out for attack was going 
from Cliftonville Football Ground to Castle 
Junction. Iwo men, who wore caps and rain- 
coats, and were about 22 years of age, came 
out on the footpath, and as the car was pass- 
ing one of them threw a bomb into the lower 
compartment of the tramcar, which at the time 
was packed with people. The men then made 
off down Churchill street, into Leppen street, 
which is a Sinn Fein area, and, it is alleged, 
entered one of the houses in the street. They 
were pursued by a number of people who wit- 
nessed the occurrence, and one of them was 
nearly captured. 

After the outrage many of the passengers 
lefi the car, which proceeded on its way to- 
wares the centre of the city. At Royal Avenue 
the car halted, and the ambulance was calied 
to remove the injured passengers. Alexander 
Devanney, 68 Church street, Kast, was lying 


dead on the floor, with his head-on his arm. 
His face was badly damaged by the explosion, 
and death appeared to have been almost in- 
stantaneous, ‘ihe others who were taken to 
hospithl were:—David Dauthy, 32 Oakland 
avenut, slight wound; Charles Halley (aged 
45), of 66 Church street, East, dangerous 
wound to arm and leg; William Beattie (28 
years), 5 Oregon street, wound to face. 

An eye-witness of the outrage stated that 
the man who threw the bomb was wearing @ 
muffler, and that he was observed scrutinising 
the tramcars as they passed. A number of 
cars which had wire-netting protection were 
not interfered with, but the one at which the 
bomb was thrown had not this protection. 
When the car came opposite Churchill street 
the man raised his arm and threw something 
through the centre window of the lower com- 
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partment of the car. There was a crash of 
giaes, followed by a loud explosion, which was 
accompanied by alot of smoke. Several men 
who were passing chased the man down Chur- 
street until he reached Leppen street, 
and it is stated that as he entered thie street 
he was protected by a barrage of revolver fire. 


SERIES OF ROBBERIES. 


Three armed men entered the coal yard of 
Messrs. Kelly, Ltd., Sydenham road, on Satur- 
day, and “ held-up ' William Patterson, the 
foreman carter, and robbed him of £55. 
Patterson was about to, pay the carters, a 
fact which was evidently known to the raiders. 
They ordered him to put up his hands, and 
then searched his pockets.

Edward Coorer, a window cleaner, of 8 Albert 
Bridge road, was robbed of 17s. in his own 
house by men who were armed with revolvers. 


NIGHT SHOOTINGS, 


There was considerable shooting in the East 
End of Belfast on Saturday night, and also in 
other districts of the city. 

At 7.50 p.m. a man entered the shop of Mrs. 
M'Grieve, 237 York street, and fired five shote 
at her sister, Rose M‘Mahon, wounding her on 
both arms. 

At 9 p.m. Joseph Donnelly, coal dealer, 23 
Hogarth street, Duncairn Gardens, North Bel- 
fast, was fired at by a man with a revolver in 
Upper Canning street, and seriously wounded in 
the breast. 

Half an hour later in the East End a soldier 
of the Somerset Regiment was shot in the wrist 
at Seaforde street. The shot is believed to have 
been fired from the Newtownards road, a 
Unionist area. 

At about the same time Arthur Hunt, of Silvio 
street, was fired at when standing at the Crum- 
lin road end of Fairview street (North Belfast) 
and was wounded in the left hand. He is a 
Protestant. 

At the same hour Joseph Harkness, 8 Lecky 
street, was seriously wounded in the abdomen 
by gunshot at Young’s row (East End). He 
died later.

There are doctors who, despairing of modern 
“nerves,” advocate a return to this stitchery, 
not for the value of the work itself, of course, 
but as a means to regain the nerve control that 
has been shattered by the pressure of present- 
day living. The attention that needlework 
demands is said to be just sufficient occupation 
without strain of the mental faculties to have 
the greatest disciplinary value. In the past 
women always seemed to turn to the needle for 
outlet and as a comfort and occupation in time 
of trouble, eo that the doctors’ prescription 
cannot be considered as entirely original. 


TAPESTRY AND EMBROIDERY. 


We owe some wonderful tapestries to the 
more or less enforced seclusion of the high-born 
dames of the Middle Ages, whose “ fancywork " 
chronicles some of the stirring stories of their 
times. And here, perhaps, it will not be out of 
place to explain the difference between tapestry 
and embroidery, as I find it is so often confused 
in the lay mind. In tapestry the pattern is 
worked by hand into the substance of the fabric 
while it is pron | woven—not upon the finiehed 
fabric, as in embroidery. Though wrought in a 
loom and upon a warp stretched out along its 
frame, in tapestry no woof is thrown across 
these vertical threads by a shuttle or any such 
thing. The weft is done with many short 
threads to the worker’s design and colour, being 
E through with a needle or knotted by the 

ngers. In short, embroidery is worked upon a 
fabric of warp and woof; tapestry is worked 
upon a series of closely-set fine strings. 

The old tapestries show eondertel develop- 
ments of what one would imagine a saanmertle 
clumsy and halting means of illustrating events, 
contemporary and legendary. Moreover, they 
always bear the curious living impress of the 
narrator, whether they succeed or not in the 
telling of their story. But what hours—years— 
not of one, but many lives, do they represent! 
They speak of the slowly-moving times and 
peoples of their day as surely as the cinema 
shows the bustling activities of ours. And could 
anything bring so swiftly home to us the 
differences between the times as the differ- 
ences between these two methods of pictur- 
ing them? The “ Lady of Shaiott " of Tenny- 
on poem was altogether too rapid for her day, 
when 

“In her web she still delights 
To weave the mirror’s magic sights." 
But “she left the web, she left the loom” 
tells us that her magic weaving was tapestry. 


SOLOMON’S TIME. 


This form of needlework is extremely old. 
Solomon writes of the good wife—‘‘ She maketh 
herself coverings of tapestry; her clothing is 
silk and purple.” And fragments of garments 
found in a tomb of a Pharoah in Thebes were 
wrought with the names of kings that date 
them 1,500 years before Christ. Harking back 
so far makes one wonder when needlework of 
any kind originated. 

Imaginative persons, even in the earliest 
races, must have experimented with the primi- 
tive thorn-needle to elaborate the exteriors of 
things. So we have the genesis of embroidery— 
an art so general and fascinating that women 
of all lands have unconsciously registered them- 
selves and their race by means of it. For the 
needlework of the t, when inter-communica- 
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machine-woven and machine-embroidered 
are so easily within our reach that time spent 
on embroidery might seem at firet thought to 
purposeless wasted. I am not speaking 
of art work, butfof the embroidery that an 
average girl could/ accomplish. But if the time 
to be gpent in embroidery is the time that 
would otherwise hang idly or be’ ager in a 
jad whirl of pleasure, it may that we 
would do well to take up the training if we 
do not want the work. at the training can 
be utilised to beautify the things of daily use 
is an added . We need not go back to the 
Victorian crewel work. In those days ideas of" 
propriety and rum, and even deportment, 
were introduced into everything, and embroidery 
was as rigidly uninteresting as the rest of

CARELESS PARISIANS. 


——— 
DICTATES OF FASHION 
IGNORED. 


Once Paris was proud of the fact that its 
men were the miost sartorially elegant in the 
universe. Now it is bewailing the fact that 
its men have become chronically attached to 
soft hats, shirts ‘with collars attached, and 
sack suits, with trousers baggy at the knees. 

The fashionable theatrical publication, 
Comedia took a great deal of space in a recent 
issue to denounce sharply the careless and un- 
convential style of dress affected by the men 
of Paris since the war. Comedia blames ft on 
the war, and announces its campaign to impress 
upon Paris the necessity for it to get back to 
its pre-war perfection in masculine apparel. 

The campaign has been taken up by other 
fashionable magazines and papers, and one can- 
not read anything in Paris now without reading 
something of reminiscent flavour harking to the 
“good old days before war broke the back of 
fashion.” 


ECONOMY. 


Before ‘the war Paris men of fashion could 
get along very nicely with two or three suits 
of clothes. Now they must each have at least 
four. The informal styles are apparently much 
more expensive that the old and stricter dress 
requirements. This fact guarantees adherents 
to the cause for which Comedia fights. Men 
who want to. be economical are sure fo back 
the campaign to get Paris back to conven- 
tionality of male garb. This point of economy 
does not go for women, of course. 

Béfore the war Paris men all were obliged 
to wear in the afternoon high silk hats, fine 
cravats, and tail coats. The tail coat must have 
been at least a cutaway, but preferably the 
long-skirted frock. But now even for evening 
wear they are abandoning the high hat, and are 
wearing the dinner jacket, or “smoking,” as 
the French call it, instead of the more formal 
dress coat 

It is argued by the critics who disapprove 
of the modern dress of Paris men that it 
injures the good name of Paris for elegance: 
that it interferes with the msthetie charm of 
Paris festivity; that, since men are not par- 
ticularly ornamental, even when dressed meticu- 
lously, the careless garb of nowadays offers a 
contrast with the flawlessly dressed women 
which is offensive to the good taste of all

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developed. Professor Cizek, of the Vienna 
School of Arte and Crafts, is another behever 
in the value of self-education to the child. His 
teaching is rather fostering, and provides the 
child with the means to self-development.

He fancies some particujar medium 
and tries to use it; perhaps, tires of it and 
tries another, and is encouraged to try again. 
He may try colours, for instance, and give 
them up, to go back to the room for some- 
thing he has seen and another child use suc- 
cessfully. Eventually he achieves such results 
as we saw in the exhibition. 

‘These exhibits were all “ human documents,”’ 
especially in the one thing that appeared, 
more or. less, in al! the pictures at least. This 
was action. One, could not criticise them 
from the point of technique, but their action 
and colour were extraordinary revelations of 
the child-soul that created them. A little 
distance and one 'saw” the kindness of the 
father and the glory of Christmas in the tree; 
the virile men of the Tyrol; the bounty of the 
flower-garden ; the exciting interest of menagerie 
and circus; the remoteness of the house on the 
hillside—to think of some of the feeling that 
had inspired the child to a subject. 


BOY'S PICTURES. 


A curious psychological problem came to 
light in some rough pictures by a , Franz 
Probst. These were crude studies of shum life, 
of depraved types generally. It is said that 
this boy, when at the age of thirteen to fifteen, 
would draw none but such subjects. - Yet he 
was in no way vicious or depraved, and he 
has developed into @ normal citizen. Indeed, it 
is Professor Cizek's aim, to develop children to 
their fullest extent rather than to create 
artiste. 

He says: “I take the lid off; most people 
ut it on.” The drawings and pictures of Bella 

ichon and some of the linoleum cuts showed 
some of the true spirit of art that may die 
down when “the lid’’ is kept on. The real 
vision that must have en the child’s mind 
before the linoleum cuts were achieved is the 
finest creative spirit in art or Any other work. 
And to think that the Austrian Government 
grants could no longer be given to the upkeep 
of this little class! The need for bread heaps 
“the lid on’ more effectively than the most 
out-of-date teacher. The pity of it! 

The needlework of the children. shows the 
more plodding, pertinacious’ spirit, rather than 
the imaginary, visionary ariist-sense. But in 
the detail of this work, im the garish colour, 
and agen the sense of action, there is a 
wonderful glimpse of things as they 
a child. _ Behind the needlework e 
the steadying need for concentrat 
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report in last Thursday 's Jrish Times of his 
recent lecture on the Old Irish Parliament, 
stated on that occasion that there had been 
from earliest times a hostility between Ulster 
and the rest of Ireland, due to racial difference.

Its supposed benefits soon pall or are found to 
be illusions, while its very real drawbacks and 
ite insidious menace to health, especially of 
children, become more apparent the longer it 
is experienced, People, after all, have a time- 
sense, and the farce of putting forward a bit 
of machinery and pretending that we have 
thereby advanced the time of day must in the 
end bring its penalty. One might as well shift 
the scale of the thermometer 10 degrees higher 
and pretend that we saved overcoats in March 
thereby. We might, indeed, pretend, but the 
bad cold that ool ollow would be no pretence, 

I am disappointed in the Free State Govern- 
ment. I thought that they at least would 
have the sense to drop it, whatever their neigh- 
bours did. If they dropped Greenwich Time, 
too, they would only be consistent; for, as I 
have before pointed out, Ireland belongs rather 
to the East Atlantic time zone than to that of
